T he reuerend Bilhops JT 
not deny, that the Apoſtles, and primi- 
tine Church for their manner of gouer- 
ment , had the mind of Chriſt, and that 
we ſhould follow theApoſtles,as hauing 
them for examples , becauſe rhey were 
the followers of Chriſt. Againe they 
can not bur graunt , that the manner of 
poucrment, practilc | by the Apoſtles 3% 
YM1iminiuc church, is written within the 
Lied the coucnants of grace. All 
which notwithſtanding wee fee in this 
place that from the new Teſtamer, from 
the articles of grace, from the law, from 
the reſtimony , from the example of the 
Apoſtles, and from the mind of Chrait, 
we are addreliled and turned ouer to our 
ſtate of gouerment, to our countrey, to 
our people , ro our common weale, and 
ro our lawes. Bur this turning of de- 
uiſcs (hall it not be eſteemed, as the pot- 

ters clay ? 
Bur (faith he) ro plant thoſe things in 
this church , which are required to bee 
redrelled, 
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redreſled , might bring Yuther the ouer- 
throw of the Golpell, then the end, that 
1s deſired.

From whence it neceflanily againe fol- 
lowerh, that by the holy Scriprures, and 
hw of God, P: inces and Bilhops,did nor 
entermedle with that matter at all. For a 
had it bin fumply lawtul tor ths,to have noe with os 
derle in thoſe canes by the words of fiecion of 
God,the as well before {cmifme,difcord, CT 
and ditſcntion , as afterward, yea rather Sciptrurs, 
much more b-fore then afterward. For 
then by their own right , mighe Princes 
and Biſhops hauc prevented all occahion

For (chiſme (ſaith he) caulſcd the toc 
termedlc. Soas by his cont.thon , th y 
were but entermedlers , and cntercom 
moners, by reaſon of (chilme, & not c6- 
moners, and medlers by vestue of Gods 
word.And yet now a daycs our rcvercnd 
Bilhops in this caſe , are no more enter. 
ommoners , with Princes and with the 
people , they are no more entermedicrs 
as in olde times they were ;- but they 
hauc no ſo farrs cncrocinx 4 vpon the 
prerogatiues of the Prince , and bs 
leges of the people , that neither Prince 
nor people, haue any commons in the 
election of Paſtours , Elders & Deacons 
with them art all. Belades if {chitme, and 
contention among the people were the 
xcalon,why Biſhops firſt emtermedlcd in 
the choiſc of Paſtours , we now having 
no {chilme nor contention about the

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the cauſe cealing , why ſhould not the

inalmuch, as for theie many yeares , we 
haus had ſchiſme, diſcord & diflention, 
becauſe the Bithops wholy and altoge- 
ther have medled in the choiſe of Pa- 
kours,and hayc thrult ypon the people, 
whatſoever Paſtours plealc nor = peO- 
ple, but pleaſed themiclves, & have nor 
luftered the people ro medle , n9-not fa 
much as once to entermedle in theſe 
maers;in as much(l (ay )as theſe things 
de (0; it (cemerh molt expediet, requilite, 
& neceParie, for the appealing, & pacie 
tying of this diſcord, & the taking away 
of this (chilme , ro haue that manerofc- 
ection, which was in the old Churches, 
ſtored to the people ; and this wherein 
the Biſhops haue entermedled,, withour 
athoritc from the wordc, to be aboli- 
ihed:that ſo againe the caulc of (chiſmo 
and ſtrife , w bich IS NOW AMONg VS Cca= 
lng,the cftet might likewite cealc.

led. The fruall ſcope and _conclulion 
whereof, is 25 the propotiton impor- 
tech two told: Firſt, cocerning Bithops, 
eben concerning Paſtours. T he quar-1! 
»» takten aphinit Biihoppes doth nor lo 
»» mach touch (ſayth he) the athce, and 
» fun@tionsof Bilhoppes, as it dorh the 
»» Princes prerogative. When you rather 
»» thinke the Prince may not name her 
» Brhoppes without the conſent and cle- 
»» tion of the people, you impugne nor 
»» 1s, but dir=Qlie callthe Princes tact, and 
> herlawes in queſtion. As rouching Thus 
poynt of the propolition, becaulc the 
people by any laws, or cuſtom; nevet 
chalenped anic rizhr, or mtereſt in the 
choyl(e of the Kings Bilhoppes, wc haas 
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nothing to medle or to make about the 
cho (-,of any of his Kinghie Biſhoppes. 
Nay we confclle, as his Highnes proge- 
nitours Kings of England, haue bin the 
Sovcraigne Donours, Founders, Lords 
and Avowes of all the Bilhoprickes mm 
England without ayd of the peoplc;thar 
{ol:k:wiſe 1t 15 a n12ht, and 1ncerett in- 
v-{tzd into his Imperiall Crowne, that 
he onely,his heyres & (acceflours, with- 
ot c6lcnt of the people, ought to haue 
tac free nomination, appointment, col. 
lition, invelticure, and confirmation of 
all Biſhoppes fr6 nrac ro time to be pla- 
ced 1n anic of thoſe Biſhoprickes; yea & 
we (ay further,that the King alone, hath 
not power onely to nominate, collate & 
confirme, but alſo to tranſlate, yea and if 
it plcaſ- him to depole all his Kingly Bi- 
ſhoppes without anie c6fcvr of his peo- 
ple at all. For (ſay we ers et deftrucre, 
cnmes e5t conitrueve; ern e5t tollere, cru 
et condere : N:ither will we diſlike, bur 
rather content our {clucs, that our late 
Qu-enes Biſhoppes ( if they ſhall inde 
fauour in the Kings cycs) ſhould be allo 
th-Kings B\hoppes, condictonallic they 
{ubrait them (clues ro the lawes, & pre- 
O r024- 
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rogatiues of the Kings Crowne, content 
themiclucs with the only name of Kino- 
lic and Princelic Bilhoppes, & not chal- 
lenge anie mure the titles of Godly 2nd 


Chriſtian 'Biſhoppes, as though without 


inuaricto the law of God, and Golpe!! of 
our Savior Chriſt, thcy could not be 
policiied of their Lordlic Biſhoprttkes 
And theretore our molt humble praver 
to the King 1s, that bis Maicltic wou 
be pleated,that fuch his Kingly Biſhops 
may not hencetorth overcrow,and iultic 
out Gods Bithc pPpCs: nor hauc any Pi 
macic over Gods Bi hoppes. And wuh- 
all chat theKing him felt would vouch» 
late, to hearken to the doctrine of tuch 
as are in deedGods Biſhoppes, rather the 
to the Counticl of thole who lately were 
the Queenes Biſhoppes. 

As touching the {ccond part,viz.whe- 
ther the people by Gods lawe, mult clect 
their Paitours, or no; Mailter Bilſon by 
rea{ons,and profes brought tor the hilt 
vic of it, rather conficmeth then 1npu- 
gnzth the fame. For( faith he) Well may 
the peoples interelt ſtande vppon the 
oroads of reaſon and nature, and be de- 
tiucd trom the rules of Chriſtian cqui- 
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tic and focictic ; Thatcach Church and 
people itand free by Gods law,to admit, 
mainteyne,or obcy no iman,as their Pa- 
tour without their likinge, vnletle by 
law,cuſtome, or cunſent, they haue ce- 
ſtreyned them ſ{clurs: Thar the people 
had as much right to choole thei Pa- 
ſour, as the Clergic that had more $kall 
toiudge: That the Apoltles left clefti- 
ons indifferenthe to the pcople & Cler- 
gicat /erwſalem : T hat the Apoſtles in 
the Actes, when they willed the Church 
at Jeruſalem ty choſe the ſcuen, did nor 
make anic remembrance or diſtintion 
of the ſeucntic Diſciples from the reſt : 
And laſthe, againſt the curſing, & figh- 
ſting of the late Biihoppes of Kome, ull 
excluding both Prince and people, from 
yeelding his conicnt, or making their 
requeſt , they had reduced the election

ſapertor powers, princely , or publicke 
lawes, hauc abridged,altered , or abro- 
gared the ſame. Now then it remayneth 
to know, whether any con{nt, default, 
abulc,cuſtome,canons,counſels, fuperi- 
our powers, publike or Princely Edits, 
may bce a good and ſure warrant , toa- 
bridge, transferr, or abrogate, the pe0- 
ples intereſt, from hauing to doe, in the 
choyle of their Paſtoars. 

Our Sauiour Chriſt , wh& he came in 
the fleth , he came tv reforme the abuſe 
crept in of the Law,and to improne the 
corruptions of doctrine tavghe by the 
Scnbes , Pharihes , and Doctcrs of the 
awe, but hee rooke ner away any leaſt 
title of the law , ne aboliſhed any 1ote of 
true, & ſound dodtrine in the Church, 
The Gofpell reachcrh vs ro order our 
wdgements aright, to bridle the vnruli- 
nes cf our aftections, & ro moderate our 
inordinate appetites. Buryer , doth noe 
the ſame commaund vs, to cmpty our 
foules of all iudgement , ro bury our af- 
{tions in our bellies,and tc become as 
dead as ſtones, without all ſenſe, or ap- 
petite, In like fort wee graunt, that cu- 
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ſtome,conſenr, Canons, Coticills, Sape. 
riour powers, publick, & princely Laws, 
may reforme,reproue reſtreyne, diredt, 
moderate,and bridle the diſordered vn- 
rulines, and contentious brawlinges of 
the people,in,and about their elections; 
yea and wee graunt further, that they 
may alter, ab1dg-,orenlarge the forme 
and manner of cletions. All this wee 
graunt: but that Chriſtian Kings or any

Andthere- 
fore if the excommunication be of any 
validitie,che is diſcipline, by excommu- 
nication inthe Church of England ex- 
excited, partite by one laic Elder(as they 
call him) ang partly by one Ecclcfiaſti- 
call Elder; wherein againg, it 15 worthy 
the obſervation, for the matter we haue 
in hand; that Ductor Hozre , a mere laie 
& temporall man, bath authoritic from 
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the Archdcacon, tocall, and affoeiare 
vnto him, & to preſcribe Kowl. Allen a 
Preſbicer,& an other mans hirclingCu- 
rate 1n Sowrhwark,ro excomunicate,not 
only the Parochians, of an other Paſtors 
charge, byt alſo any other Pattor what- 
ſorver ſubict to rhe Archdeacons 1arl- 
diction, And hath net the Kings High- 
nefle then, as good right, as great a pri- 
viledee, and as higha preroganve , to 
command Maiſter Do@tor eAndros , or 
Maitter Doctor K ing,and lay.Eiders, by 
a lawfull clc&ion to be aſſociated vnto 
either of them to excommunicatre c1- 
ther of their owne Panihioners, for pu- 
blike drankennes , or other notorious 
finnes, committed in their owne Parilh? 
Foc if it bee lawfull , at the voice of a lay 
ſtranger,that an hireling and ſtipendary 
Carate , ſhould chaſe an other many 
ſheepe our of his owne folde, how much 
more is it lawful, that a true theepherde, 
ſhould diſciplinate his own ſheepe , fee- 
ding and couchant within his owne pa- 
ſture and within his owne fold? 

Furthermore touching the admit- 
rance of governing Elders, or lay Elders 
(a5 they call chem) vnto the Muniſter of 
everic 
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everie-congregation , according tothe 
former paiterne of one lay Elder, that 
the ſame is not; a marter ſo ſtrange , for 
lay men to bee 104 ned 11 this charge of 
eccleſiaſtical} gov-rnment, as the oppo- 
ftes beare vs in hande to be : it thall nor 
be ami{T-,to cal vnto their remcbrances, 
one of our late Soveraigne the Queenes 
inuctions, wherby certeyne lay perfons 
called overſcers, were command: d,to be 
choſen by the ordinaries,in every Parith 
forthe b-tter rerayning of the people in 
od<dicnce, vnto divine ſervice. In everie 
Parilh (faith the lntundion) three or 
ure diſcrete men , which tender Gods 
glorie,and his true religion, ſhall be ap- 
poineed, by the ordinaries, diligentlieto 
{-e, thar all che pariſhioners duchie re- 
fort , vnto their Church , vpon all Sun- 
ayes, and hohc dayes ard tncre to con» 
unue, the whole time, of the godlic (cr- 
vice. And all (uch as thall be negligent, 
n ceforting tothe Church , having no 
vreat , or vrg<nt cauſe of abſence , they 
hall tretghthie , call ypon them, and 
iftcr due admonition, it they amed nor, 
they ſhall denounce them to the ordina- 
ix, Thas far the iniuction, Which that 
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it is-not mcant of the Church Wat. 

ens,2ppeareth by the verie next atticic; 
for vato them, as is alligncd an other 
name,ſo alſo another Ofhce, That l1dc- 
men alſo, arc not theſe kinde of over- 
ſcers,is playne,in that they be neicher io 
manic in namber, as arc here required, 
neither choſen by the ordinarics ; 1nci- 
ther yet do they adimonith & denounce, 
according co this article. Wh-refare be- 
caulc ic is mecte, that the cftect of ths 
Iniunction, being rel1gious, ſhould bee 
put in duc execution, it leemeth a thing 
verie ccalonable, and much tending io 
the hanour of the King , that his High- 
nes , vnder his letters patents would bee 
pleaſcd,to appoint three, foure,or more

office: that in Saxony they haveArch- 
bhoppes, and Bilhoppes In ofhce, but 
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not in name : that in T zgwre, they hage 
no Senate of Elders ; noc the diſcipline 
by excommunicution,which they more 
miſlike; chat in Genes, in Scotland, & 
in other places,they hauc a gouernment 
not much vnlike that platforms which 
is deſired ro be am6g vs: that in Saxonic, 
& Baſil they Kneele at the Lordes Sup- 
per : all 7 sgwre they fitt, & it 1 = 0 
vnto the, & thar in other places they go 
and receyuc it, for the more expedition, 
as they palle.\ And that he doubteth nor 
Gur that the learned men , whom God 
ſenc,ro inſtruct thoſe churches in which 
the Goſpell in thoſe daycs was firſt rc- 
ceyued , hauc bin directed by the fpirir 
of God , to rerteyne this liberric , that in 
exernall goucrnment , and other out- 
ward orders,they might chooſe ſuch, as 
they thought in wiledom,and godlines, 
to bee moſt convenient , for the ſtate of 
their countrey and diſpolition of the 

-ople. 

Vnto all which we anfwere bricfclic; 
viz. that Bihoppes both 1n name and 
in ofhice beeing of diuine inſtitution, 
ought aſwell ro bee in the Church uf 
England as of Denmark, that it is au 
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errour (by their leaue) in the Church of 
Saxony , not to haue Archb. and Bb. in 
name, if ſo be they holdit lawfulro have 
Archb. and Biſhops in office. For what 
ſhould a neceflaric ofhcer doe , without 
a conucnient name ? And touching the 
Chucch of Tere, it is not materiall, 
what the fame church doth thinke nox 
tolerable, or doth more miſlike, bur 
whar ſhee ought notto miſlike,or what 
it ought not to think tollerable. And the 
what a poore proofe isthere here made 
(trowe we) forthe confirmation of the 
corruptions in the Church of England, 
by producing for two witneſſes, twoer- 
toures in the Church of T«gwre. For 
not to like a Senate of Elders, and more 
to millike excommunication , is more 
and more to {lide our of the right way. 
And firhence we hane the whole chri- 
tian Kingdome ot Scotland , the moſt 
famous, and renowmed Church of Ge- 
nex4,and {undric Churches, by his cone 
teſhon in other places, to be lights vnto 
vs, and to agree with vs,in a goverment 
not much vnlike to that, which we de- 
are : wee haue not only great cauſe , to 
rejoyce in this our detires, bur alſo ro be 
Ec mach 
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much comforted and encouraged, by 
chele examples, by all holic meanes , to 
labour the tull accompliſhment thereef. 
For by this teſtumony, & bythetc inſtan- 
ecs giuen & produced by him iclte , the 
Admomtor hath quite and clcane wea- 
Fened, and dilabled , his owne general! 
polition, OFmon , and thoughts of the 
vnnccellartes , and inconvemicntnes , uf 
hauing the Apoſtolicall and primitiuc 
goucrnment, in the time of peace, ynder 
a Chriſtian Magiſtrate, 


For hath not the tree Kingaome ot 


Scotland, the free Cirie of Geneve, and 
other Soucraigne and free Princes, Po- 
rentates and Powers, (not being vnder 
Tyrantes, and perſecution) receaved the 
{ame , as b:ing the belt , the fucteſt , the 
convenicneeſt,& moſt neccflaric gouer- 
ment (yea even inthe time of peace and 
vnder their chriſtian Magiſtracic)for the 
ſtate of their countrey, and diſpoſition 
ot their people ? 

And as touching rites & ceremonies, 
weaftirme not , thatevery rite , ceremo- 
nie Or Circumſtance to be vicd in the ex- 
ternall exccution of church goverment, 
is precuſclic fert down wn the holy Scrip- 
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tures, but touching the ſubſtance of go. 
verment, thus we fay, and thus we hold: 
v3Z. that the Oflicers and Governours 
appointed by our Saviour Chriſt, to bee 
over the Churches in everic Countrey 
(obſerving the generall cules of decen- 
cie, comelines, and edification) baue li- 
bertie, with the conſent of their Chriſti. 
an King , or other ſupreame Magiſtrate, 
to chooſe what rites & ceremonies, they 
in wiſcdome and godlines {hall thinke 
molt convenient. And therefore wee 

graunt that the ofhicers of Chriſt , in the 
vic and ditpenſation of their functions, 
are no more exacthe tycd , by any dire 
commandement inthe holy Scriptures, 
to vic at all runes, and in all places, one 
only maner of rites & ceremonies, then 
were the Pricſts of the law, to vic all one 
maner of kniuecs, to kill cheir facrifices, 
or the lingers to ling all {onges after on 
maner of tune, or ypon ons Kind of in- 
ſtrument; or then are Kinges & Princes 
in all Countreys commanded, to vic ail 
kind of circum(tances , in the outward 
execution of ctvill iaſtice in their com- 
mon wealcs. 
As then, as it was lawful for the Pricils 
E c 8 
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to have knines and trumpets of divers 
faſhions; and for the Levites to have 
their Muſicall inſtramentes of diveis 
formes: Nay as ſundric Juſtices of peace, 
in ſandric Shires of rhe Kingdome , arc 
not bound to keepe theze quarter (efſi- 
ons,all in one day to begin,& to breake 
their (:ffions at one inſtant;ro ſtande, ro 
lr, &rowalke,when {oever they ſpeake, 
co weare all one faſhion, hates , cappes, 
cloakes , or gownes , and {uch like : fo 
likewiſe,is it with the Biſhops, Paſtoures 


and Elders of the church.

Intha \ 
ordination of Miniſters , therc is no tuft 
proofe to bee made , that any certeyne 
number of Muultcrs, are to lay on their 
hands,that the day of ordination ſhould 
be alwayes one: that the Miniſtes ſhould 
bee of luch an age , or that the prayers 
thould bee of this or of that lenght and 
forme of wordes, And therefore touch- 
ing theſlc and ſuch like thinges of indif- 
ferencic , we agree with the Admonitor 
and reverend Bb, that one forme of cx- 
ternall orders, rizes & ceremonies is not 
of necellitie, 40 be in every Church, be- 
caulc there is ng luch order witnelled by 
the holy Scriptures to bee of neceſlitie. 
But touching the ioynt, & {everall fun- 
QAions of Bilhops, Paltours, and Elders, 
that they, or any of chem, thould in any 
age or ſtare of the church of Chriſt bee 
wanting, or that ſuch offices as by war- 
caut of the Sctipture are coupled rope- 
ther, ſhould be (evered,or that any other 
perſons ſhould be appointed, to execute 
any functionsin the Church,then ſuch 
perſons only ,as for their funtibs, haue 
warrant from the holy Scriptures, wee 
can not in any forte thereynto agree.

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And w hy: forſocth becauſe all, both of 
fices , and cfhcers in the Church, mult 
otily, and alonely , be derived from our 
Saviour Chriſt , as fromthe only foun- 
raine and beſtower of all officers , & of- 
fices in the houſe of God. And therfore, 
albeit we ſhould gravnr, (as the Admo- 
nicor harh faide) chat the outward order 
vicd in the primitive Charch,ronching 
rites & ceremonies, by Biſhops, Paſtors 
and Elders , 1s neither neceſlaric, nor (o 
convenient as it may be otherwilc,in rho 
rime of peace , & vnder a Chriſtian da. 
giſtcare; yer we may not herevp6 imply 
as his negatiue implieth : viz. thar Bi- 
ſhops, Paſtors & Elders,or any of them, 
are neither neceſſary, nor ſo conyenient 
ofhicers, or governours,as other officers 
of mans invention mighe be. For which 
our opinion (by the helpe of God) wee 
ſnall aflay (as before hath bene mencio- 
ned)in an other place , to lay down, out 
of thc worde of God, ſome iuſt prootes, 
(according to the Admonitors requeſt) 
that there ought to be in all ages and 
ſtates of the Church, this outwarde or- 
der & forme of goverment : viz. that 
Fiſhoppes , Paſtours and Elders , ought 
Evers 
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wvermore to bee (pirituall governours, 
and that evermore thev, and none o- 
ther, ought to vie that eflenriall kind of 
{pirituall goverment, and none other 
which was practiſed by the Bilhoppes, 
Paſtours and Elders, inthe A poſtolicall 
and primitine Church.

In which time Firſt all the 
Clergie, aſwell Biſhops as others, 
made an hablic {ubruſton to King 
Hzexx1z the 8. acknowledging his 
Supremacic,and dereſting the viur- 
pation of the Bb, of Romes autho- 
ntic : Vp6 which ſubmiſſion of the 
Clergie,theKing gauevnto the ſaid 
Bb.the ſame aunple rule,that before 


they 
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they had vnder the Pope,ouer their 
inferior brerhre;(aving that theſame 
rule was abridged by [tatuteby this 
parenthclis tollowing , that is to ſay 
(withour offending the prer« Ygariue 
Royal of theCrown of England, & 
the lawecs & cuſtomes of the Realm) 
Inthe latter end of the Statute, it 
was added, that wholoeuer offen- 
deth in any one parte of that ſta- 

rute, & their Aydors, Couniellers, 
and Abbetrers, they did all tall into 
the penaltic of the premunure.
